Later he obtained his master’s 
degree from U.N.B. and was chosen 
Rhodes scholar in 1909, taking his 
B. A. from Oxford in 1911 and his 
Bachelor of Literature degree in 1914.

In places of business 
where these irons are used extensively, the fire marshal 
insists upon the installation of the red light pilot which 
sends forth a crimson glow when the iron reaches a cer- 
tain tempertature, thus warning the worker that danger 
is at hand. 

Some few homes have the pilot light attachment, 
but not many, and probably thoke who have it do not really 
need it. Persons who are sufficiently thughtful of this 
precaution, probably would always remember to discon- 
nect the iron when not using it. 4 :

Using gasoline for clean- 
ing, where there is a fire or a lamp, is of course known to 
most women as a ‘dangerous course but some forget, and 
some put gloves cn their hands and wash them, when they 
invite disaster by ignition by friction.

An interesting estimate of Can- 
ada’s per capita wealth has been 
made by the League of Nations, with 
comparative figures of 22 years ago. 
In 1925 the per capita wealth in 
this country amounted to $2,406, as 
contrasted with $1,100 per capita in 
1903. Out of the 35 nations listed, 
Canada ranks third, the United 
States showing $2,918 and Great 
Britain $2,459 per capita, respec- 
tively.
